SECTION 8 & DIRECTOR’S REPORT 
Section 8 Administrator Goetz’s presented the April 2023 Section 8 report for review and comment.  
Leased HCV: 191, Leased Mainstream: 32, HAP, Mainstream, FSS Payments: $142,488.00, Total 
Admin received: $22,394. 
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Two homeless families are in the process of being housed. A May 2nd briefing for up to 12 families is 
scheduled. The proposed Waitlist plan for a June waitlist opening was presented and approved.  
Through five years of FSS participation, Ms. Rameriz earned her LPN license and a commensurate 
salary which makes her over-income for the Section 8 program, and graduated the FSS program and 
received her escrow check of $16,050. With more interviews expected, eight new participants have 
enrolled in Family Self-Sufficiency (FSS). 
 
The April 2023 Section 8 report was approved with the date change of Total Units Available to Lease 
from 2022 to 2023:

Ms. Trovei raised questions 
regarding Fair Housing training for city officials and E.D. Maginsky recommended that the city hire a 
real estate consultant to provide Fair Housing training.

E.D. Maginsky reported having met with Epoch Times, two local business owners regarding site 
location, grants and loans, toured Schields Tire, Planet Health and provided an orientation of the 
PJCDA to two members of the public. She also attended the virtual OC Pathways meeting.

A. Grants and Projects: 

• FY 2014 Housing NOFA – AHC- Annual outreach to participant homeowners is due. 

• NY RESTORE - $120k to demo 6 city owned dwellings Round 5 to be completed  –  

• NYS DEC WQIP – Land Acquisition  – Project 1. The Town of Deerpark have encroachments 
to address. Project 2. The option agreement is with the property owners. Project 3. Was 
accepted by NYS DEC as potential. Outreach to proceed next month. 2023Q1 progress report 
was submitted. 

• FY2020 – NYS HCR CDBG – The exit monitoring sessions for Trenchless 1 and 2 were held. 
Internal subrecipient monitoring was completed. The second public hearing for Trenchless 2 
was held on 4/24/23, documentation of which is outstanding. The final closeout letter with no 
findings was received for Trenchless 1. As approved by the PJCC on 4/24/23, a formal de-
obligation request of $912,809.77 was signed by Mayor Decker and forwarded to NYS HCR for 
consideration. 

• DRI – 2023 – The members of the Local Planning Committee have been selected and a 
meeting schedule is being formulated. 

• WWKP – Chairwoman Trovei will be working with E.D. Maginsky on this project. 

• Pending applications include Restore Round 7 and Assistance to Firefighter’s Grant (AFG). 

• 2023 CFA announcements may be coming soon.
